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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of invention shown in Fig. 1 (claims 1-12, 32-34 and 
39) in the reply filed on 7/7/2004 is acknowledged. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim' 32 recites the limitation "the electronically detachable device assembly" in line 2. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 
1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 
2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
re f erence j s determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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Claims 1,4-8, 10-12, 32, 34 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by GANDHI et al.-6,478,773. 

As to claims 1,4-8, 10-12, 32, 34 and 39, GANGHI (Fig. 1-2, for example) discloses 
delivery member/catheter 16, detachable endovascular device 12/24 including resistive element 
26 to heat element/tubular collar 24 made of shape memory polymer or Nitinol alloy to an 
opening position (Fig. 2; line 1, col. 5 to line 3, col. 6), detachable sliding joint joining delivery 
member 16 and detachable endovascular device 12/24 and push wire 28. Notice that the 
Nitinol alloy element 26 of is radiopaque and very thin to be reasonably considered as a thin 
wire or a thin film. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over GANDHI et al.- 
6,478,773. 

GANDHI-773 (col. 5, lines 56-65) discloses element 26 of platinum. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to substitute a platinum- 
tungsten alloy for a platinum, for platinum-tungsten is a well known thermo-resitive element 
properly used for heating element.
